Lighting for other than major 
thoroughfares—Not satisfied with de- 
tailed information in hand, and other 
citles disagree on needs. 

New courthouse, grouping of pub- 
lic buildings and new city markets— 
No figures or proposed locations sub- 
mitted. 

Jail cells—Doubt whether these 
should be paid for by bond issue. 

Workhouse and fire alarm system 
—Needs have not been reported in 
detail. 

Opera house and symphony hall— 
Doubt that these should be com- 
bined. 

Timit on Bonded Indebtedness. 


The present limit on new bonded 
indebtedness nayable from city. rev- 
enue is $61,987,220. Should the 
bonds recommended yesterday, in 
the total of $54,800,000. be issued, 
there would remain a margin of $7.- 
187.220 to cover the issuance of 
bonds for the aforementioned plans 
under consideration, unless the bulk 
of these plans is reduced by combi- 
nation with other projects.

telll case to him voluntarily, in the 
absence of the three officers on 
trial. 

Demurrer Upheld. 

Today Prosecuting Attorney Oak- 
ley veered from connecting the al- 
leged beatings of Palermo with the 
Castelli. case to an alleged attemp 
to obtain a confession in connection 
with the kidnaping of Dominic Di 
Franco, 7 years old, 5256A Wilson 
avenue, who was missing from his 
home at the same time as the Cas- 
telli boy. This. brought demurrer 
from John S, Leahy, attorney for 
the accused officers, and the Judge’s 
instructed verdict of acquital. 

The demurrer was made when 
the State had closed its case 
the testimony of Dr. John P. Stéin, 
6557 Robin avenue, who declared 
that when he visited Palermo in the 
home of the latter’s parents on Dec.

Changes in rates of wages reported 
as having taken effect in March re- 
sulted in a reduction of over £223.,- 
000 in the weekly fulltime wages of 
about 1,350,000 workers, and an in- 
crease of £800 weekly in the wages 
of about 10,000 others.

Bank Also Offers Reward. 

The Bremen Bank, 3600 North 
Broadway, today offered a reward 
of $500 each, up to $2000 in all, for 
information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the robbers. 

At the inquest, the testimony 
chiefly lacking was that of anyone 
who saw the initial attack upon Ah- 
ring and the messenger by the rob- 
bers. The street car went on its 
way without giving time for the 
names of passengers to be obtained 
by the police, and only one passen- 
ger was a witness today. The Cor- 
oner believes some of the passengers 
may volunteer their testimony by 
tomorrow. . 

The messenger, William H. 
Goedeke, testified that; as he re- 
lated yesterday, he heard only one 
shot, and that this was fired by one 
of the robbers before anything had 
been said to him or Ahring, and 
before his attention had been at- 
tracted by the robbers. This in- 
dicated that Ahring was shot down 
in cold blood and without warning. 

Testimony of Car Crew. 

The testimony of the motorman, 
W. R. Bryan, and the conductor, L. 
G. Bassen, was that they heard two 
shots on the car. They could not 
say whether both shots were fired by 
the robber. One exploded shell was 
found in Ahring’s revolver, and the 
police have thus far been unable to 
determine positively that Ahring did 
not fire at the robber, though it was 
thought more likely that the empty 
shell had been in the revolver all 
the time. Ahring, as a former po- 
liceman, was familiar with the cus- 
tom of keeping one empty chamber 
in a revolver. Ahring’s only wound, 
which caused death within three 
hours, was in the forehead. 


The motorman told of obeying the 
order of one of the robbers to stop 
the car and open the front door. He 
thought this man had been on the 
car all the way from some downtown 
point, but he could not be positive as 
to this. Some man had been atand- 
ing behind the motorman. The rob- 
ber, as described by the motorman. 
was about 25 years old, with blue 
shirt, dark suit and dark cap. He 
looked at the driver of the machine, 
but said this man hada handkerchief 
in his mouth, covering his chin. 

The conductor testified that two of 
the robbers got out at the rear door 
and he said they were youthful and 
fairly well dressed.

COMMENT OF BRITISH 
PRESS ON U. S. STAND 


“We Cannot Blame America for Holding Aloof,” 


Says Westminster Gazette. 


——

LONDON, May 17.—The impor- 


tance attached in England to Amer- 
ica’s attitude toward Europe's af- 
fairs is indicated by the prominence 
given in today’s newspapers to the 
text of Secretary Hughes’ note de- 
clining the invitation to the proposed 
conference with the Russians at The 
Hague. The later explanation from 
the White House that the note was 
intended to leave the door open for 
further conversation, attracts less 


attention than Hughes’ communica- 
tion. 

The Westminster Gazette, assum- 
ing that the Amegican reply is a 
final refusal of the invitation to The 
Hague, says this is a very much less 
surprising than was the report to 
previously published. 


While regretting the American atti- 
tude, the newspaper adds: 

“Many people here are inclined 
to exaggerate the intrinsic impor- 
tance of American participation in 
the settlement of Europe. it is not 
and never was either necessary or 
practicable that America should 
continue to play a leading part in 
the politics of Europe, but from the 
British standpoint her presence at 
Genoa, The Hague or any other 
European conference, would be ex- 
ceedingly welcome, since it would 
give overwhelming moral preponder- 
ance to that broad policy of peace 
and international economic .co-oper- 
ation on which Great Britain stands. 

“We cannot, however, blame 
America for holding aloof, and it is 
not certain that in the long run her 
abstention may not prove to have 
been the wisest policy from our own 


point of view, as well as from hers.”

Blaze Had Been Shooting Hundreds 
of Feet Into Air Since Mon- 
day Night.

NEW YORK, May 17.—The myste- 
rious Charles Smith, who 15 years 
ago shot Eddie Guerin in London,

years in Dartmoor prison for the 
shooting of Guerin. 

Smith was sentenced to penal 
servitude for life for his attempt 
upon the life of Guerin. Guerin was 


only slightly wounded, the bullet 
breaking a couple of small bones in 
his foot. 
lady Astor Wins Pardom 

In view of the slight injury to 
Guerin, several attempts have been 
made to have Smith pardoned. Last | 
July, when an appeal for mercy in 


Home Secretary refused to pardon 
him, 

In some manner word reached 
Lady Astor, the only woman member 


came frem a deserving Southern 
family. Lady Astor is a native of 
Virginia and she became interested 
in Smith, who left America in 1899 
to go to South Africa. He finally 
drifted to London, where he came 
upon “Chicago May,” who at the 
time was Eddie Guerin’s sweetheart 
and had helped Guerin in his raid 
upon the funds of the American Ex- 
press Co. in Paris. Guerin was sent 
to Devil’s Island, but escaped from 
there. 

When reporters found Smith in 
the third cabin of the Majestic he 
revealed his true identity on the 
pledge that it would be withheld 
from the public. 

“Hope to Begin Anew.” 

“I am through with the crooked 
life,” he said. “I am going straight 
now. Just let me go on as Charles 
Smith. I am a carpenter by trade 
and am going within a few days to 
Abingdon, Va., where I hope to be- 
gin life anew.”

While there is nothing in the re- 
port to provide for bipartisan con- 
trol of all offices and bipartisan 
representation on all committees, 
i'that is without doubt the desire of 
nearly all the delegates, and there 
every probability that the jobs 
will be equally divided and 
there will be an’ equal number of 
Republicans and Democrats on ‘all 
committees. 

Clerical help has been reduced to 
a minimum by the committee, which 
has provided for only 51 employes 
of the convention.

IN COAL PRICES AT THE MINE 


Calis Conference of Operators to 
Meet Soon for Devising of Ways 
to Protect Consumers. 

By the Associated Presa, 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—Secre- 
tary Hoover announced last night 
the calling of a conference of coal 
operators tc devise measures for the 
protection of consumers from the 
tendency of coal prices to rise at the 
mine in certain districts which he 
‘declared will be checked. No date 
has yet been definitely set for the 
conference but it is expected to be 
held in the next few days. 

Hoover requested th: American 
Railway Association and the Public 
Utilities Associations to create buy- 
ing committees to handle teir coal 
purchases and announced his inten- 
tion of asking other large consum- 


ing industries to take similar meas- |

The necessity of keeping the pro- 
gram of rehabilitation free from in- 
'terruptions by political feuds was 
stressed. “A program of industrial 
rehabilitation requires patience and 
'that is precisely the quality which 
the partisan in politics does not pos- 
sess,” Dr. Mangold declared. ‘He 
wants results and then wishes to 
declare these results to the public 
and convince the public of the na- 
ture of his achievement. Because 
these results are not always accom- 
plished, many have been the enter- 
prises that died before they had n 
chance to demonstrate their useful- 
‘ness. It is most important that a 
|great principle such as this be in- 
grained into the thought of our peo- 
ple and that they be made to réalize 
that nothing short of complete in- 
dustrial rehabilitation as far as that 
is possible must be a goal of modern 
philanthropy.
